Jury was a permanent one, that 
"It won't improve from this time 
on." 


Further compression. Dr. Mur- 


phy said would make a paraplegic 
of Lorenzen. Lorenzen, who Is 
represented by Dixon, Bales, and 
Gunner, took the stand himself be- 
fore the skeleton and insisted that 
Miller pushed him down the stairs. 
Lorenzen said he was called twice 
to 406 E. Fifth street the morning 
of March 26, succeeding in calming 
Miller down the first time and hav- 
ing him leave. 


The second time, Lorenzen said, 


MiU«r resisted arrest and hung on- 
to something on the porch. The 
Dixon policeman testified that Mil- 
ler came off the rail "under his 
own power" and knocked him down 
the steps.

"I am glad my opponent has 


squarely drawn the issue so that 
the people may understand it. La- 
bor's program also includes the 
enactment of UIP Brannan Plan, 
socialized medicine and other So- 
cialistic legislation.

ampatgns, the Republicans held 
hemselves up as the last hope of 
hose who oppose "an all-powerful 
ederal government with unlimited 
lower to tax and spend." 


On the domestic front," they 
ailed for a balanced budget, re- 
iuction in spending, repeal of war- 
ime excise taxes, "improvement" 
jf the Taft-Hartley act, continua- 
ion of farm price props and ex- 
lansion of social security benefits. 


Hit Secret Deals 


In the international field, they 
romised cooperation on foreign 


policy if they are consulted in ad- 
vance on major decisions. 


They denounce "secret agree- 


ments" at Yalta and Potsdam, de- 
manded congressional checks on 
foreign commitments and pledged 
iupport for non-Communist coun- 
.ries "within the total limits which 
:he American e c o n o m y can 
afford." 


With an eye on the^Alger Hiss 


and Klaus Fuchs cases, the Re- 
publicans deplored "the dangerous 
degree to which Communists and 
their fellow travelers have been 
employed in important government 
posts and the fact that information 
vital to our security has been made 
available to ^ien agents and per- 
sons of questionable loyalty." 


The policy declaration, approved 


by Republicans in the senate and

party's national committee, bore 
down on the Truman administra- 
tion's fair deal with these words:

Dr. Nourse gave his reasons for 
uittmg the economic post in this 
week's issue of a national maga- 
ine m an article entitled "Why I

luestion that arose in his mind,

that the President's < nurse often 
substantially paralleled the coun- 
il's recommendations. 


"When we handed our final draft 


of analyses and suggestions to Mr. 
Truman, his almost unvaiymg foi- 
mula was: 'I'll take this home with 
me (or on the Williarnsburg) and 
read it with great care. Then we 
can discuss it further.' 


"But never—from the first an- 


nual report of January, 1947, to 
the third midyear report of 1949— 
did such a discussion materialize." 


The 66-year-old economist, for- 


mer vice-president of the Brook- 
ngs Institution, stated it was in 
February, 1949, that the first real 
show-down came about between 
the political and economic interpre- 
tations of the council's role. 


"The 
President 
had 
several 


times told us: 'You bring me the 
economics of the question. I'll take 
responsibility for making the po- 
litical judgments and final de- 
cisions ' 


"I was content to obey this di- 


rective, but other members of the 
council were not willing to* termi- 


nate their activities at this point. 


"They were not content to v/ait 


for the council to win prestige and 
usolulness bas>ed solely on profes- 
sional competence, mature judg- 
ment, pi actual realism and a stub- 
born refusal to let economic judg- 
ment be warped by political con- 
fiiderations. They wanted to ad- 
vance philosophies or causes for 
which they had a personal enthus- 
iasm." 


In the article, Dr. Nourse quoted 


fmm part of the President's ad- 
dress in Pittsburgh last fall m 
which Mr. Truman defended deficit 
spending by depicting it as only a 
"scare word" to "turn the Ameri- 
can people against the programs 
which the people want and need." 


Cast To The Windtt 


"It (the President's reasoning) 


seemed to me a casting to the 
winds of any economic analysis of 
the intricate proces by which the 
several segments of a total econ- 
omy can be helped into workable 
balance and sustained high pro- 
duction," Dr. Nourse commented. 


"In its place I seemed to discein 


a highly political and dangerously 
inflationary economic program. 


"I view this as a menace to our 


American hope of making free 
competitive 
enterprise 
produce 


continuing abundance within a 
framework of free government. 


"And since my position as chair- 


man of the Council of Economic 
Advisers gave me no opportunity 
to do anything honestly to bear on 
the merits of these pressing issues, 
I was glad that the day of my re- 
tirement had already been set."

paper columns have earned him 
the reputation of being a "verbal 
bully," today admitted that he has 
his soft spots—among them, a nice 
bunch of flowers.

writes in a magazine whose edit- 
ors asked Pegler if there was any- 
thing on earth he was really fond 
of. 


Speaking of his job, the colum- 


nist says: "I lose most of my 
fights, though I v.;m most of the 
arguments. . . .Now, this I like. 
This I enjoy. This is hard, dogged, 
often bitter work, but it's a sweet 
anguish."

A plea for increased planting of 


legumes and grasses, to build up 
the soil is the highlight of the -19th 
annual tarm and home week at the 
University of Illinois. 


In a talk prepared for delivery 


today, Snapp advocated a 1UO per- 
cent increase in beef cattle m the 
corn belt as a step toward "sound 
and stable agricultural economy. ' 
He is a professor of animal science. 
\S Snapp asserted an increase in 


beef cattle would do more than 
anything else to eat>e ptoblems of 
soil conservation, gram surpluses, 
and disparity m prices between 
what farmers buy and sell. 


At the same tune, he said, it 


would remove beef from the list of 
"luxury" foods. Beef now is "about 
the most expensive food we can 
buy" and is "eaten in quantity 
only on holidays and other special 
Occasions," he said 


Snapp said. "It is only when 


there is good prospect of using 
grassland profitable that farmers 
are interested m establishing pas- 


tures. An effective soil conserva- 
tion program must be accompanied 
bv a sound plan to expand the pro- 
duction of cattle and sheep until 
they are found on every farm in 
Mitficient numbers to utilize the 
areas which should be kept m pas- 
ture and hav. 


"Then rolling areas will be seed- 


ed to pastures and hay and left 
there. Bona fide crop rotations 
containing legumes for hay and 
pastures will be practiced by every 
landowner. Entire farms will be 
limed and phosphated because the 
herds will pay profitable returns 
for the grass and legumes which 
will result from these practices." 


Snapp said beef cattle provide 


the most efficient of legumes. 


He added, "most farm problems 


would disappear with a marked in- 
crease in the number of beef cattle, 
provided we cheapen our costs of 
production by the extensive use ot 
legume pastures and has and the 
feeding of corn and grass silages. 
Then steaks and loaits could be 
sold at prices which would keep 
them not only on the table of e\ en- 
American family but also make 
them available to millions of Euro- 
peans. Farmers will benefit from 
the standpoint of better rotations, 
higher crop yields, better distribu- 
tion of labor, reduced soil losses, 
and the elimination of trouble- 
some gram surpluses." 


Young Farmer Can Get Best 
Start Working With His Dad

recommended a father-son business 
agreement as the best and most 
natural way for young farmers 
to get stalled. 


But, speaking before a Farm 


and Home Week audience, F. J.

Is Electoral College Reform Needed? 


The electoral college is back in the news, sooner than 


usual 
Normally the press can escape explaining how the 


thing works except in presidential election years. But the 
senate has crossed everybody up by approving a constitu- 
tional amendment to change the system. 


In this country we don't vote for president directly. We 


cast our ballots for so-called electors who then are supposed 
to choose the chief executive. A state's total electors are 
determined by adding up its representation in house and 
senate. New York, for example, has 45 house members and 
two senators, hence 47 electors. 


When the system was first created the electors exercised 


a real choice. But for many decades now they have with 
few exceptions followed by the popular vote in their states, 
casting their entire vote for the top candidate. 


To illustrate, if a state has 10 electors and President 


Truman leads in the popular balloting he gets all 10 votes, 
even though he may oeat his nearest, opponent by a single 
tally. Because of this feature, a candidate can gain a neces- 
sary majority of electoral votes while getting only a minority 
in the popular returns. 


Agitation for change has been going on a long time. Led 


by Senator Lodge, Massachusetts Republican, the senate 
finally acted. It approved an amendment that would simply 
apportion a state's electoral vote in accord with the distribu- 
tion of the popular vote. Should the change become effec- 
tive, a candidate then would need virtually 100 per cent of 
the popular vote to capture all of a state's electoral vote. 


Senator Taft of Ohio sparked the opposition to the 


change. For one thing, he feared a minority candidate might 
have a better chance than ever if two major nominees should 
balance each other too evenly. The proponents met that ob- 
jection by modifying the plan to specify that a winner must 
get at least 40 per cent of the total electoral vote. If he 
doesn't, congress will settle the issue by voting on the two 
top candidates. 


Taft also was concerned that the new system would dam- 


age Republican chances by cutting into the party's strength 
hi rock-ribbed GOP areas. But others felt the party stood 
to gain in northern industrial states where Democratic big 
city votes often have narrowly outweighed GOP rural votes 
in the past 20 years. 


And, of course, Republicans would make small but per- 


haps vital inroads in the solid Democratic south. For the 
first time in post-Civil War history, the party would know 
that a campaign effort in the south would pay off in electoral 
votes. It might prove a major step on the way back to two- 
party government in that region. 


The senate-approved proposal seems to us a sane im- 


provement that promises a healthier political balance in the 
nation. The house ought to add its endorsement and send 
the amendment out for the necessary consideration of the 
48 state legislatures.

discard pile so long as you have

or a wild card and one matching 
card. 
You can go out, or make 


one or more melds. You also can 
take a one-card discard pile if 
you can play it on one of your 
completed canastas. 


The person who told you that 


you could not take a one-card dis- 
card pile and go out may have 
confused this situation with the 
regulation regarding

who holds only one card. If you 
have only one card in your hand, 
and there is only one card in the 
discard pile, you cannot take that 
card and go out as long as there 
are cards in the stock pile. How- 
ever, if the stock pile is exhaust- 
ed, you must take the one card 
in the discard pile, if it is a play- 
er on one of your melds, and go 
out. 
If you cannot use it, then 


the game is over.

Bracken 
quoted Lorenzen

testified that Miller did assault, 
using "the weight of his body." 


Before Lorenzen took the stand, 


six witnesses appeared 
for the 


plaintiff and told the court they 
aw Miller drinking the night of 
March 25. 


One Albert Remry, bartender at 


he Keg tavern, said Miller was 
there until closing time and that 
ater he took Miller's car keys 
uvay from him because "eh was in 
no condition to drive." 


Yesterday afternoon, Tuffy Mil- 


er, around whom the controversy 
flourishes, took the stand himself 
and said he "made the rounds" the 
night of March 25. He testified he 
had "five or six beers" at the Keg, 
'two or thre whisky and schnapps" 
at both the Royal Palms and Sta- 
bles, and then returned to the Keg 
for more whisky and schnapps. 


He said he started 
drinking 


about 7:30 and finished about mid- 
night, going out to Marie's to eat. 


Started For Home 


Miller told the court he started 


nome about 1:30 but went back to 
the home of his ex-wife (they were 
divorced that same afternoon) "to 
see who waa taking care of the 
kids." 


He testified he went to the house 


twice, arguing both times with his 
wife about "Punchy" Carlson. He 
said he left the first time when 
Officers Lorenzen and Raymond 
Olson told him to, but returned a 
few minutes later. 


Bracken took Miller as his own 


witness after he cross-examined 
him. Miller then said he was hold- 
ing onto the porch railing when 
Olson and Lorenzen placed him un- 
der arrest. 


Miller insisted under oath and 


under continuous questioning by 
Bracken that when Olson and 
Lorenzen pulled him loose from 
the rail, both he and Lorenzen 
rolled down the stairs. 


Ex-Wife Testifies 


Miller's former wife, Jcanette, 


409 E. Fifth street, (where Loren- 
zen was injured) took the stand 
briefly, as did three others, to say 
Miller was intoxicated the night 
of the incident. 


Officer Olson testified for Loren- 


zen earlier in the afternoon, out- 
lined the two calls he and Loren- 
zen had to the 409 address, and 
said that after the first one, he 
saw Miller walk away. 


Under cross-examination, Olson 


said he "saw Miller drive away" 
and thought he was all right." 
Bracken repeatedly referred to Ol- 
son's testimony in court March 
28, when Miller was put on proba- 
tion for drunken driving, to get 
the above staements from the Dix- 
on policeman. 


Bracken banged away at the 


fact the drunken driving charge 
was lodged against Miller two 
days after Lorenzen was injured.

World Series star collapsed of a 
heart attack last night in a Los 
Angeles street. He was 65. His 
widow, Irene, was sitting in the 
car with him when he died. 


Fletcher was a product of the 


John McGraw era. In all, he spent 
36 years in organized baseball. 
Only one year of that was with a 
minor league club. He participated 
m 15 World Series—four as a 
shortstop for the New York Giants 
and 10 as a third base coach for 
the Yankees.*
